Nine paintings from the art collection of the late Maine 
philanthropist Elizabeth B. Noyce have been bequeathed 
to Maine Maritime Museum. 


The Museum received two oils by Stephen Etnier 
(1903-84), which depict a boathouse and a pierhead 
windlass, respectively; as well as a fine, impressionic 
view of laden lumber schooners by Kittery Point artist 
George S. Wasson (1855-1926). Others are an impres- 
sionistic portrait of East Boothbay sailmaker Nat Wilson 
and his son by Helen St. Clair; a recent watercolor of 
colliers at the wharves by Paul Richert; and a watercolor 
of men overhauling a workboat by Edith Sternfeld. 


Several traditional marine paintings were among the 
aquisitions, including a large oil of the Phippsburg- 
owned ships Richard Morse and Jane Parker, painted 
about 1850 by the Brooklyn, New York ship-portraitist J. 
B. Smith; an unusual William H. Yorke oil depicting the 
schooner Adela S. Mills running for Liverpool under jury 
square-rig after being dismasted in an Atlantic gale; and 
a 1925 depiction of the ship Taria Topan by the little- 
known artist A. Clive Edwards.

“Her collection reveals the depth and breadth of Mrs. 
Noyce’s maritime interests,” Curator Robert Webb said. 
“In acquiring these paintings we have widened our poten- 
tial for exhibition and preservation well beyond the 
conventions of genre ship-portraiture.” 


Beyond her many supporting contributions to the Mu- 
seum and the challenge grant which led to the construc- 
tion of the Maritime History Building during 1988-89, 
Mrs. Noyce significantly enhanced the historic collec- 
tions. She was an active member of the Museum‘s 
Collections & Publications Committee, and facilitated 
the Museum’s acquisition of several keynote paintings, 
including James E. Buttersworth’s masterful rendition of 
the Maine clipper ship Warner; James Peale’ s portrait of 
Captain Moses Owen of Bath; Charles Robert Patter- 
son’s oil The Golden Gate, 1895; and John Stobart’s The 
A.G. Ropes in New York Bay. 


The Museum will celebrate her contributions to col- 
lections, and unveil paintings included in her bequest, 
on September 19, when the Autumn ‘exhibition A 
Maine Legacy opens.

In February the Museum opened its Model Shop located in Sewall Hall. The 
shop offers visitors a peek into the exquisitely detailed world of the model 
shipwright. The Model Shop is inhabited Richard (Frenchy) De Vynck of St. 
Croix, U.S. Virgin Islands. Frenchy is building two model ships, a 1/4-inch 
= | foot scale model of the five-masted Percy & Small schooner Cora F. 
Cressy, which will be donated to the Museum by former Massachusetts State 
Senator Jack Fitzpatrick and Bowdoin alumnus Robert Blair; and a 3/8-inch = 
1 foot scale model of Reliance, the winner of the America’s Cup race of 1903, 


which will join the Hart Nautical Collections at the MIT Museum in Cam- 
bridge. 


Both models will be built “Admiralty Style,” meaning that every structural part that made the real vessel is replaced to scale 
in the model. The Cora F. Cressy will be made primarily from wood, while the Reliance model will be all metal, as was the 
original sloop built by Nathaniel Herreshoff in Bristol, Rhode Island. 


The models will take about 30 months to complete. Periodic visits to the Museum will allow one to witness progress in the 
construction of the two model vessels.
